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ABSTRACT 

Preliminary statistics on enrollment and degrees 
awarded for higher education in the United States are summarized. The 
data are based on responses from 639 institutions of higher education 
on the Early Estimates Panel, a stratified random sample that is 
representative of the universe of 3,598 institutions of higher 
education in the nation in the 1989-90 academic year. Selected data 
items from the Integrated Postsecondary Education Data System "Fall 
Enrollment'* survey and ''Completions" survey were requested via 
telephone from the Early Estimates Representative of each institution 
in the sample between mid'-October and mid-November 1990. The data 
were edited in light of previous years* survey responses, where 
available. The overall response rate for the 1990 "Early Estimates" 
survey was 99%. In 1990, fall enrollment in colleges and universities 
increased 3.4% over that for 1989. Total awards of associate and 
higher degrees rose about 2*7% in the igsg^-go academic year. Women 
accounted for almost all of the increase nationally. The nine tables 
presented show the following statistics # mostly by sex: (1) 
enrollment by attendance status, attendance level of student, and 
level and control of institution, for the fall of 1989 and 1990? (2) 
degrees conferred by control of institution and/or level of degree 
from 1969-70 to 1989-90 i and (3) college-age population by age group

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Highlights 



Total enrollment at instituiions of higher education in tlu; IJniU^d States 
reached a record high of nearly 14 million .students in fall 1990, according to the 
"Early Estimates" survey conducted by the National Center for Education Statistics 
(NCES). Estimates from the survey indicate that: 

• Fall enrollment in colleges and universities increased 3.4 percent over 
fall 1989. 

• Total awards of associate and higher degrees rose about 2,7 percent in 
academic year 1989-90.^ Women accounted for almost all of the 
increase nationally. 

The "Early Estimates" survey is part of the Integrated Postsecondary 
Education Data System (IPEDS). The survey, conducted by telephontN collected key 
enrollment and completions data from a nationwide sample of 639 institutions of 
higher education, repre.senting the more than 3,500 such institutions in operation in 
1990. The data and finditigs i!i tliis rvpori are early estirnnlcs and .■subject to 
sampling errors. Actual data for the umvei'se of higber education institutions will 
be available in the fall of 1991. (Stn^ tho Surv(>y Methodology foi' more information.) 

Enrolment 

Enrollment at institution.s of higher etiucatinn ni ihv I'nited States reached 
an all-time high of at)out 14 million tins fall— an increase of 3.4 ptu-cent over 
fall 1989 (table 1). The net incr(>a.-^(> \n ein-ollnient ov(>r the i)revious fall term was 
the largest since fall 1980; ihv prrcentage increase kept pace with the fall 1988 to 
fall 1989 change of 3.4 perccMit, The lai-gest enrollment increase in r(>ccnt years was 
in the fall of 1980 when enrollment rose 4.b percent over fall 1979 enrollment. 
Table 3 provides trend data on enrnlhn<Mit suice 1970. 

The 1990 growtli in enrollmcMU was 3,8 p(>rc(MU for women ami 2,9 percent 
for men. For th(» thii-d consecutive yeai-. women outnumbered men on the nation's 
campuses by more than odv million student.-^ and had a 55 percent share of tlie total 
enrollment, which was consist(MH whh their shai-(> of la.st year'.s enrollment, Full- 
time and part-time attendance^ showed incn-ases of about 3 percent and 4 percent 
over the previous y(>ar. I'ndergratluate etn-ollnient i'os(> almost 4 p(M-cent, accounting 
for n(>arly all of the enrollment growth at institutions of higher h^ai-ning this fall. 
Total postbaccalaureate enrollment increased 1 perc<Mit over iall 1989.

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Public 2-yGar institutions caplunxl tho major share of the onmUnient increase, 
with attendance at these schools up ahnost 7 percent over fall 1989. Increases in 
full-time and part-time enrollment of Iwth sexes contributed to the rise. Four-year 
institutions experienced slower growth (2 percent) than 2-year institutions 
(7 percent). 

The enrollment increases have been occurring despite the steady decline, since 
1981, of the U.S. population of 18- through 24-year-olds, which has traditionally 
comprised the largest share of student enrollment. The aging of the baby-boom 
population, (persons born 1947 through 1961) has not, as expected, contributed to 
overall decreases in collegia enrollment. While the number of 18- through 
24-year-old.>< declined by almost 3.2 million between 1981 and 1988, their college 
participation rate'^ rose nhnn 4 percentage poinu-. resulting in stable enrollment 
figures for thi.s age cohort overall. .Al.so. older students em*ollod in gn»ater numbers, 
Kxpres.^^ed as a percpntagt» of total enn^ilmont. this gi'oup grew from 34.4 percent in 
19B0 to 39.2 percent in 1988.^ 'Yhv i'ojl(»ge etirollment rate fc»r women has 
continued to rino. Sine** U)81. tlu'ir total enrollment ha.< ris4»n 19.2 percent, 
compared to ju.'^t 5.8 pprc<»nt for nwn. Table 9 provide-^ trend data on the numlxM* of 
eoiIege-ag(» per.*^on.< in the l".S. popuiaiiun .-ince 1970.

An esiimaiiHi 1.92njMM) de^reis-^ <a.><soeiatu and higher) were awarded by 
in.stiiutions of higher educatit>n in ncademit* year 1989-90— jin increas^e of 2.7 percent 
over the previf>u.< vfar Ualjle 2f. Degrt'e.-s awarded to women were up significantly 
<4.t? percent!, while awards to men .'^iiowed no real change. The overall increa.se in 
degree.<4 awardt'd to wonii'n wa.-< .-^tat ically .xignificaiu for both public and privat(» 
institutitJii.s. 

Under^^adusitc degrees 

The number of a.s.-^ociate degn-cs poaked at 4iHi.(M)(J in academic year 1982-83 
and has Huctuated since then. Baccaiaur«»aie awards climheti upward in the 1989-90 
acnde nic year t«) annind 1.043.(MJO. Women accounted for moi^l of the giowth 
fiationally with an incroasj' jjfuvor 4 percent osor the prior year. Tahies 4 and 5 
provide trend ilata un as.<uciat«^ and luu-helor's degrofs .-:ince I97n.

Master's degrees awarded art> up about 13.000 over ihv prior year's lunnher, 
{4.3 percent increase). Total doctorate awards have increased rfignificantly, with 
about a 5 percent increase over U)89. In particular, the pubHc institutions showed 
doctorate awards up almost 7 percent, Awai-ds to men at tln'so institutions were up 
around 8 percent, and women's awards were up approximately 4 perc(^nt. First- 
profossional awards showed no significant total change, but the number of these 
degrees awarded to men dropped significantly by around 4 percent. First 
professional degrees peaked in 1984-85. Tables 6. 7. and 8 pro\ide ii-end data on 
master's, doctor's, and first-professional degrees snu-e 1970, 

Survey Methodology 

The fall 1990 tlata are baseil on I'esponses I'roni the bH9 uistitutinns on the 
Karly Fstimates Panel, a stratified random sample representative oftho universe of 
3,598 institutions of higher education in the l.'nited Stat<>s in academic year 1989-90. 
Selected data items from the Int{\grated Posisecoiuiary I'Alucation Data Sysimn 
(IPKDS) "Fall Fnrollmeni" survt^v antl ■'Completions" survey won^ i-eipiested by 
telephone from the Karly Ksiimait's lu'presentai ive of each m.-t it ui ion iw sample 
hetwe(m mid-October and inid-N!)venih<>r ISMH). The liaia wen^ ediied ni Imht of 
previous years' survey responsos, whei'e available. The largest disci-epaneies were 
resolved with reporting institutions 

The overall response rate foi' tlie 1990 "Fai-ly I'lstinuues" survey was 
99 percent. Weighted resposise rates for th(> two survey components were: 1' Fa.l! 
enrollment, 98,1 percent, and 2i Completions. 97.8 pin-cent. The sample weights 
were adjusted to account for nonrespon.^e. Thi^ sample data wei'e then weighted to 
national estimates using ratio estimation bas(>(l on fall 1989 univn-se data from the 
"Fall KnroUment" stirvey and acadennc year 1988-89 universf* data from th(- 
"CompleHons" survey. 

These early esumaies ar(> subject lo both sampling ami nonsanipluis: en-or. 
While nonsampling error is difficult to measure, tiie magnitude of sampling <'rror 
can be indicated by the confidence interval for an estimate. If all possilih^ samples 
were surveyed uitdtn- similar conditions ami a 95 perc(>ni confidence intiu'val were 
constructed for each sample, about 95 ptn-cent of these int{>rval,- would include the 
true pojUilation parameter being estimated (see text tafili- which jnllow,-- 1.

Th^* final number ir^ then added to, and 
riubtnicted from the e^^timate to arnv(» at the upper and lowi^r vnhies, \\V can Ik* 05 percent confident 
that the actual vaUie falls between them.
